Ti&e Canadian Paoiflo Rail- 

It caniot tiut bo gratifying to tlio peo- 
ple of the Faoifio Province to know that 
tho leading joumalaof Canada nro wax- 
ing earnest in their advocacy of the im- 
mediate construction of the Pacilio Bail- 
■way by tho Government as a nfttioiuil 
"work, and that when the Govornor-Oon- 
oral said in hia opening speech, "You 
■will, I trust, feel yourselves called upon 
to tftlio stops to secure an oai-ly commonco- 
nieut and vigorous prosecution of the 
construction of that railway, and thus 
carry,ptib in |r»94 arrangement 
made vith the Fronnoe of British Colum- 
bia." lie si&ply' gave expresai^p, to. the 
matured views of a pdwerfui'pafty ifl the 
Dominion. This is gratifying, not only 
in a national point of view, but as an as- 
surance that faith is to be kept with Bri- 
tish Colunibin. In thi« connection, tho 
following extract from n loading article in 
tbo Toronto Leader, an influential Onta- 
rio journal, will be found highly iuterost- 
ing: 

Only tho other day we were in n iiosi- 
tion to anuouuco how successful tho Hon. 
]Mr. Tilley was in negotiating o loan for 
tho Intercolonial liaiiway;and such is tho 
confidence of the capitalists in England 
in tho stability, honesty and ability of the 
Govornnient of Canada, that any amount 
of money could Lo obtained by the Gov- 
ernment to construct the I'acific Kail- 
•way on favorable terms. Under such cir- 
cumstances wo trust the Gorernmuiit will 
not hesitate to undertake this great work 
themselves, and if thoy do so, the jealous- 
ies and intrigues of railway speculators 
and money intriguers will be coiilincd to 
tho operations of their own iiuinodiato 
concerns. It is well-known that all along 
we have advocated that cour.se, ami, con- 
sequently, disagreed witli tho action of 
t)ie Government in transferring the power 
invested in their own hands to any Com- 
pany whatever. We always wanted the 
ro.id to be built by tho people of Canada, 
bO that every uiau, woman and cliihl, dc 
sirous of contributing towards the future 
prosperity of this young Dominion, could 
bo in a position to say that thoy wore part 
proprietors and promoters of this great 
conneotiug link with onr sister Ft^ovinccs, 
the East Indies, China, Japan, !co. That 
is onr opinion to-day, and we are deter- 
mined to advocate a policj- which has 
this desirable end for its object. Onr ad- 
vocacy of this policy is not bec.iu.so we 
think that the present, or any other Gov- 
ernment, should have the power to 
manipnlate the road, or any other great 
undertaking, for their own advantage. 
"We want the repro.sentatives of tho people 
in Parliament assembled, to bo the JJoard 
of Directors, wlio in the interest of the 
people whom they represent, will ho care- 
ful to watch the exiJondituro of every dol- 
lar and who will be answerable to " their 
constituents for any misnse of the power 
planed in their hands. In this way Par- 
liament will have n consiant supervision 
over tho work, and according to tho wis- 
dom or foolishness of the course which 
they may adopt, will be the success or 
failure of tho Canadian Pacitic Eailway. 
So much caution has been taken by the 
Government of Sir John A. Macdonald in 
hedging round the contract given to Sir 
Hugh Allan & Co.. that in the light of 
tho experience gained by that transaction 
it is scarcely possible they could err in 
submitting a now achomo to Parliament 
for the coustrnction of this road which 
would beacceiJtttblo to the House and 
eoplo. It is certain the road mnst be 
uilt, and everything seems to favor the 
enterxjrise being at once taken in hand 
and prosecuted with vigor and without 
delay. Tho Xortliern Pacilic, which was 
hostile to the construction of tho Canadi- 
an Pacitic, is virtually a dead letter,, ow- 
ing the failure of its promoters aud to tli^ 
rude shook which Annsrioan railway siiccu- 
lation has received from the ill jmlgcd 
and reckless speculators of tliat country. 
Indeed it is almost certain that this road 
will never bo completed; and, if built, 
owing to the dilliculties in tho way of its 
construction, coupled with its greater 
length of route, when compared with the 
Canada Pacific road, cannot maintain its 
footing as a paying concern. The por- 
tion of tho road already constrnctod will 
etaiul probably as it is and must remain 
in' a sort of dependent position upon the 
Cainula Pacitic when in operation. These 
are very important features of tho situa- 
tion at the present time, and they cannot 
fail to exercise a strong inilitence,, upon 
tho policy of tho Government in dealing 
with the Canada Pacific railway.
